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BCS  Hockey  First  Team  finishes  season  on  a  high  note 


The  BCS  Hockey  First  Team  finished  a  tremendous  season  capturing  the  Prep  School  Hockey 
League  (PSLH)  Championship  in  La  Plaine,  Terrebonne  on  March  6.  They  completed  the  season 
in  first  place  with  a  record  of  17  wins,  one  loss  and  one  tie.  Despite  winning  both  the  regular 
season  and  the  playoffs,  competition  in  this  league  is  very  strong  and  most  games  have  ended  in  a 
close  score. 

In  ETIAC  play,  BCS  defeated  Alexander  Gait  High  School-their  cross-town  rivals— 4-3  to  win  the  ETIAC 
Championship.  The  BCS  First  Team  finished  in  second  place  in  regular  season  play  behind  Alexander 
Gait.  By  finishing  in  the  top  two  during  the  regular  season,  the  team  secured  a  place  for  the  second 
year  in  a  row  at  the  provincial  championships  (English  schools).  They  won  their  first  game  against 
Selwyn  House  but  lost  in  the  semi-finals  to  John  Rennie  High  School.  However,  they  were  victorious  in 
their  final  game  defeating  Alexander  Gait  5-0  to  win  the  bronze  medal. 

The  BCS  junior  hockey  team,  a  mix  of  first  team  and  second  team  players,  participated  at  the  end  of 
January  at  the  Eaglebrook  Hockey  Jamboree  in  Deerfield,  Massachusetts.  Ten  teams  participated  in  the 
tournament  and  BCS  won  all  5  games;  winning  the  final  against  Kuper  Academy  with  a  score  of  5-3. 

In  order  to  give  more  experience  and  exposure  to  our  older  players,  three  teams  from  the  PSHL  (BCS, 
College  de  Levis  and  Seminaire  Saint-Joseph  of  Trois-Rivieres)  formed  an  all-star  team  that  has 
participated  in  two  tournaments.  The  first  one  was  held  in  Lake  Placid,  New  York  Jan.  21-23.  The  team 
missed  qualifying  in  the  semi-finals,  finishing  with  a  record  of  one  win  and  two  losses.  Two  weeks 
later,  the  same  group  of  players  won  a  tournament  in  Toronto,  winning  five  games  straight;  defeating 
a  team  from  Winnipeg  in  the  final.  A  total  of  nine  senior  players  from  BCS  were  involved  in  these 
competitions. 

The  BCS  second  team,  with  a  range  of  players  from  Forms  IV  to  VII,  also  had  a  positive  season.  Playing 
many  exhibition  games  against  a  number  of  other  schools,  their  record  for  the  season  is  six  wins  and 
five  losses. 


BCS  forest  certified  by  the  Forest  Stewardship  Council  (FSC) 


For  the  past  two  years,  following  the  guidelines  of  our  forest  management  plan, 
large  scale  forestry  "gardening"  has  been  taking  place  on  the  campus.  Selective 
culling  has  been  achieved  following  all  government  norms  as  set  by  the  Ministry 
of  the  Environment  that  respects  all  bird  habitats  and  wet  zones  found  in  the  campus 
forest.  All  trees  selected  have  been  cut  by  forestry  technicians  and  either  chipped  or  the 
lumber  has  been  made  into  palettes  due  to  the  poor  quality  of  the  selected  trees.  Two  rare 
species  of  trees  have  been  identified  during  the  process  and  registered  with  the  Ministry 
as  a  "Rare  Forest  Ecosystem"-  a  stand  of  Shagbark  Hickory  (Carya  ovata)  and  another  of 
Butternut  (Juglans  cinerea  L).  The  Universite  du  Quebec  a  Montreal,  having  shown  interest 
in  monitoring  these  species,  has  tagged  them  for  yearly  study.  In  addition,  2000  saplings 
(white  pine,  red  pine,  oak  and  maple)  will  be  planted  this  spring.  Much  of  the  work  that  has 
been  achieved  to  date  was  funded  by  a  government  grant  to  supplement  the  low  revenue 
from  the  sale  of  the  harvested  trees.  This  effort  was  not  to  generate  funds  but  to  give  our 
beautiful  forest  a  new  lease  on  life  for  future  generations.

The  next  step  will  be  the  repair  of  the  trail  system  with  designated  nature  stops  or  rest 
areas.  The  trails  project  is  expected  to  cost  in  the  $50K  to  $60K  range.  When  completed, 
this  will  be  a  great  resource  for  the  campus  community  for  cross-country  running  and 
skiing,  snowshoeing,  riding,  Cadets  and  mountain  biking  or  simply,  nature  walks  by  the 
beautiful  St.  Francis  river.

O! 


n  the  eve  of  our  175th  Anniversary  year,  it 
(is  time  to  reflect  on  our  heritage  and  the 

relationships  Bishop's  College  School  has 
historically  enjoyed  with  our  neighbours,  our  parents, 
our  alumni  and  our  many  friends. 


B  A  renewed  relationship  that  I  am  particularly 
P[  delighted  about  is  one  with  our  neighbour,  Bishop's 
University.  The  Principal  of  Bishop's  began  his 
term  of  office  around  the  same  time  as  me  and  so  I  took 
the  opportunity  to  visit  with  Michael  Goldbloom  early  in 
my  tenure  and  found  him  to  be  very  open  to  engaging  in  a 
dialogue  about  how  our  two  institutions  could  work  together 
for  the  greater  good  of  our  respective  communities.  Where 
else  in  Canada  can  you  find  schooling  from  kindergarten 
to  post  graduate  in  both  of  our  official  languages?  What 
a  unique  situation  and  a  valuable  resource  right  here  in  our 
backyard! 

At  BC5,  our  goal  is  "to  provide  our  students  with  a  complete 
education  that  will  lead  to  success  in  university  and  in  life 
as  contributors  and  leaders."  I  think  it  apt  to  take  a  look  at 
the  concrete  steps  we  are  taking  in  2011  to  help  our  students 
bridge  the  transition  into  the  world  beyond  high  school. 

The  first  initiative  this  year  was  allowing  and  enabling 
a  small  number  of  our  current  Form  VII  students  to  enrol 
in  university  first  year  courses  -  what  we  have  called  the 
Bridge  program.  This  pilot  project  involved  five  BCS  students 
taking  a  course  over  the  bridge  at  Bishop's  University. 

There  is  really  no  better  training  for  success  in  university  than 
having  a  face-to-face  university  experience.  The  challenge 
for  BCS,  an  aware  and  attentive  community,  is  preparing  the 
students  for  the  total  autonomy  that  they  then  have  once 
they  leave  us  and  go  to  university.  The  Bridge  program  allows 
us  to  prepare  each  student  for  a  smoother  transition  and  we 
look  forward  to  reviewing  and  renewing  this  pilot  project. 

There  seems  to  be  tremendous  value  in  having  this  university 
experience  while  still  being  supported  by  the  BCS  network.  It 
is  possible  that  by  the  time  a  BCS  grad  goes  to  their  first  year 
of  university  in  September,  they  could  conceivably  have  two 
or  three  credits  under  their  belt  -  a  head  start  in  obtaining 
their  degree. 

A  second  nascent  initiative  that  we  explored  was  with  the 
Department  of  Education.  Teacher  education  has  been  an 
important  part  of  Bishop's  tradition  since  1898.  A  number  of 
their  faculty  specialize  in  the  design  of  learning  environments 
and  inclusive  models  of  education  that  take  into  account 
cultural  and  linguistic  diversity  -  critical  for  preparation 
in  today's  global  economy.  Understanding  how  each  child 
learns  and  providing  the  requisite  support  is  the  focus  of 
the  R.D.W.  Howson  Enrichment  Centre.    The  Centre  aims 


to  provide  additional  support  to  students  who  may  have 
different  styles  of  learning  from  the  traditional  classroom 
setting.  In  fact,  our  philosophy  extends  not  only  to  the 
classroom  but  to  the  boarding  residences  and  sports  teams 
as  well.  The  University  and  the  Department  of  Education  is 
very  interested  in  collaborating  with  BCS  and  sees  the  Centre 
as  a  living  laboratory  where  their  students  and  faculty  can 
conduct  research  and  measure  outcomes  that  will  be  helpful 
to  our  programs. 

While  BCS  has  enjoyed  a  fruitful  partnership  with  the 
University  over  the  years  with  favourable  access  to  their 
sports  facilities,  I  am  very  encouraged  by  our  initial 
conversations  and  exchanges  with  the  University  in  regards 
to  our  academic  programming.

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SNAPSHOT  OF  SURVEY  RESULT 


In  November  2010,  an  alumni  e-survey  was  conducted  by  the 
Alumni  Office  and  emailed  to  over  1900  alumni. 


There  were  three  main  goals  to  this  survey: 

1.  To  gather  information  about  perspectives,  reputation, 
strengths  and  weaknesses  of  Bishop's  College  School 
among  key  stakeholders. 

2.  To  identify  potential  opportunities  and  areas  of 
interest  for  support. 

3.  To  gather  alumni  attitudes  and  perceptions  to  help 
identify  strategic  priorities  for  the  School. 


Highlights  of  the  Survey  Results 


Total  #  of  Responses:  337  for  a  22%  response  rate 

-  For  comparison  purposes  Bishop's  University  conducted 

a  similar  survey  and  had  a  response  rate  of  17%  from 

10,165  graduates. 

63.9%  of  respondents  were  male. 

74.5%  of  respondents  had  obtained  a  post-secondary 
degree,  and  32.3%  of  respondents  had  received  a  graduate 
degree. 

Only  10.5%  responded  yes  to  the  question  'Did/do  your 
children  attend  BCS/KHC?'. 

Generally  speaking  most  people  were  satisfied  with  the 
communication  pieces  from  BCS  with  the  website  and  the 
fund  raising  appeals  needing  some  work. 

An  overwhelming  number  of  respondents  wanted  to 
see  more  stories  about  alumni  in  the  Bulletin,  and  less 
information  from  the  chair  of  the  Foundation,  the 
Development  Office,  and  the  Headmaster. 

66.1%  of  respondents  want  Homecoming  in  the  Fall. 

The  most  popular  funding  priority  was  Academic 
Scholarships  with  the  highest  priority  as  chosen  by  BCS  a 
close  second. 


•  115  alumni  records  were  updated  with  433  new  pieces  of 
information.  This  included  new  e-mail  addresses,  phone 
numbers,  mailing  addresses,  and  business  addresses  but 
does  not  include  any  of  the  e-mail  bounce  backs.  For  the 
e-mail  bounce  backs  the  address  was  either  corrected 
if  possible  or  changed  to  an  old  e-mail  address  in  our 
system. 

For  the  final  write-in  question  where  people  could  name 
the  one  area  at  BCS  that  they  would  like  to  see  improved 
there  was  a  wide  range  of  responses.

1.  Academic  scholarships  based  on  merit 

2.  Improve  the  profile  of  the  school  in  nearby

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Taking  university  prep  to  a  whole  new  level 

Saying  that  you  are  a  university  prep  school  is  a  pretty 
common  statement  made  by  private  schools  around  the 
country.  Being  a  school  that  actually  places  its  students 
in  university  classes  for  university  credits  while  completing  their 
high  school  education  is  a  whole  other  level  of  preparation. 

BCS  is  pleased  to  have  partnered  with  its  neighbour,  Bishop's 
University  (BU),  to  offer  such  an  option  for  select  Form  VII 
students.

The  five  BCS  students  all  agree  that  this  was  a  rewarding 
experience  for  them,  especially  given  the  fact  that  they  will 
graduate  from  high  school  with  a  university  credit  on  their 
transcript.  They  realize  how  advantageous  this  may  be  for 
them  when  competing  for  spots  at  universities  around  the 
world.  Nicholas  Charlton  from  Montreal  said  that  in  his 
university  interview,  the  significance  of  having  a  university 
level  course  on  his  transcript  was  recognized  by  the  interviewer. 
Another  student,  Jennifer  Chang  (Taiwan)  said:  "it  shows  to  the 
universities  that  I  can  survive  in  your  system  even  though  I'm 
still  a  high  school  senior." 

Another  aspect  of  the  experience  that  all  the  students  agreed 
upon  was  that  the  transition  from  high  school  to  university 
will  be  much  easier  for  them  now.  Larger  classes  mean  less 
interaction  with  the  instructor  and  for  Yu-Jin  Kang  from  South 
Korea,  it  meant  that  the  course  was  more  challenging  without 
the  BCS  support.  "But  now  I  know  what  to  expect,"  she  said. 
Desmond  Chan  (Hong  Kong)  echoes  that  sentiment  and  is 
feeling  comfortable  about  next  year  on  a  university  campus. 

Jock  Phippen,  director  of  enrollment  at  Bishop's  University,  has 
been  very  supportive  of  this  partnership  from  the  beginning. 
"It's  a  winning  situation  for  everyone  involved.  The  BCS  students 
are  exposed  to  the  pace  and  rigor  of  university-level  course 
work  and  classes  taught  by  full  professors,  while  we  have  the 
chance  to  showcase  our  university  to  some  high  performing 
students.  The  proximity  of  our  campuses  allows  us  to  offer 
such  a  unique  opportunity  for  students.  The  fact  that  we  have 
the  highest  respect  for  the  education  delivered  at  BCS  gives  us 
complete  confidence  in  such  a  partnership." 


BU  calculus  professor  David  Smith  said  he  was  shocked  when 

he  had  been  told  high  school  students  would  be  attending  his 

classes;  but  it  was  all  for  naught. 

"Your  students  are  excellent  and  handle  pretty  well  all  the 

coursework.  They  are  amongst  the  best  students  in  class!"  he 

said.  "These  kids  know  much  more  things  than  I  did  at  their 

age!" 

The  five  students  all  finished  their  first  semester  with  marks  near 
the  top  of  the  class,  which  is  no  surprise  to  those  of  us  familiar 
with  the  quality  of  education  here  at  BCS.  Our  experience  with 
BU  and  the  Bridge  Program  supports  our  mission  of  providing 
an  exceptional  education  for  our  students  that  will  prepare 
them  for  success  in  university  and  beyond.

Did  you  know 


•  No.  2  Cadet  Corps  was  authorized  by  Militia  General  Orders 
on  December  6,  1861  as  the  Volunteer  Rifle  Company  of 
Bishop's  College  School.  This  year  marks  the  150th  year  of 
the  Corps. 

•  Originally  the  Rifle  Company  was  formed  as  a  result  of  the 
American  Civil  War,  which  was  considered  a  menace  to  the 
stability  of  British  North  America. 


Bishop  Williams'  Hall  was  built  in  1891  from  the  proceeds  of  a 
subscription  raised  by  BCS  old  boys  to  mark  the  25th  anniversary 
of  Bishop  Williams'  consecration.  It  was  destroyed  by  fire 
later  that  year,  and  rebuilt  in  1892.  It  was  occupied  by  BCS 
students  until  1922  when  they  moved  into  their  new  buildings 
on  Moulton  Hill. 


Cadet  corps  1913 


In  1866  when  the  Fenian  raids  threatened  the  district 
The  Sherbrooke  Regiment  asked  for  volunteers  to  help 
in  guarding  and  protecting  the  Sherbrooke  area  and  the 
School.  The  only  casualty  of  the  raids  was  to  a  cow  grazing 
in  a  nearby  field  that  was  shot  by  a  nervous  and  trigger- 
happy  sentry. 

In  1936  the  Corps  became  affiliated  with  The  Black  Watch, 
Royal  Highland  Regiment  of  Canada.  The  Corps  continues 
to  parade  with  the  Black  Watch  on  an  annual  basis.  This 
year  marks  the  75th  Anniversary  of  its  affiliation. 


In  the  background  to  the  right  of  the  No.  2  Cadet  Corps  is 
Bandeen  Hall,  which  was originallybuiltin  1898asa  gymnasium 
for  undergraduates  of  Bishop's  University  and  the  boys  of 
Bishop's  College  School.

A  Tribute  To  Mush 


F 


ew  are  the  men  in  this  world  who  can  proudly, 
and  with  honour,  carry  the  nickname  "Mush." 


Albert  Frank  Morehouse  was  one  such  man. 

Mush  was  a  fixture  at  BCS  for  over  20  years  and 
contributed  to  the  fabric  of  our  community  in  the 
most  subtle  of  ways.  For  those  who  do  not  know  or 
remember,  Mush  was  the  kind,  gentle  soul  who  cared 
for  the  arena-and  more  specifically  the  ice-at  BCS  during  the 
'80s,  '90s  and  early  2000s.  And  'cared  for'  is  a  phrase  chosen 
quite  deliberately,  for  Mush  did  not  simply  maintain  or  supervise 
the  ice  in  our  historic  little  barn-he  truly  cared  for  it  deeply;  as 
he  cared  for  the  legions  of  boys  and  girls  who  had  the  privilege 
of  stepping  onto  BCS  ice  year  after  year  in  the  coldest  arena  in 
Eastern  Canada! 

Mush  passed  away  on  Nov.  22,  2010  at  the  age  of  95.  At  his 
request,  the  funeral  was  kept  a  private,  family  affair.  Not 
surprising  from  a  man  who,  by  all  accounts,  was  quiet  but  firm, 
demanding  but  fair. 

It  is  one  thing  to  be  dedicated  to  one's  work,  it  is  quite  another 
to  be  defined  by  it.  For  many  BCS  alumni,  Mush  was  the  human 
face  of  not  only  the  BCS  rink,  but  also  the  entire  hockey  and 
ice-skating  program  at  the  school. 

It  all  started  with  the  ice.  The  best,  hardest  ice  in  the  country! 
He  tended  to  it  like  a  veritable  work  of  art,  with  the  most 
rudimentary  of  tools  (first  just  a  barrel,  then  a  tractor!!).  Today, 
the  Zamboni  at  BCS  is  affectionately  called  the  Mush-mobile,  a 
gift  from  the  Friends  of  BCS  Hockey  and  a  nod  to  the  man  who 
meant  so  much  to  so  many  young  players  and  skaters  at  BCS. 

Then  his  attention  turned  to  the  blades  that  would  carve  that 
ice-no  one,  to  this  day,  has  better  sharpened  skates  than  Mush

did.  And  he  would  gladly  do  it  at  the  most  inconvenient  of 
times,  selflessly  hoping  that  sharp  blades  on  hard  ice  would 
make  for  a  better  experience  for  any  one  lucky  enough  to  skate 
at  BCS.  "Do  you  need  your  skates  done?"  Mush  would  ask  as  we 
stumbled  into  the  rink  far  too  early  after  far  too  late  a  night 
during  one  of  our  coveted  Old  Boys'  Hockey  Tournaments.  I,  for 
one,  could  never  say  no. 

Finally,  and  most  importantly,  Mush  turned  his  attention  to  the 
young  men  and  women  skating  on  those  perfect  blades,  carving 
his  beautiful  ice.  Mush  was  a  true  'hockey  man'-he  knew  the 
game  exceptionally  well  (he  played  in  the  professional  ranks 
for  a  notable  period)  and  was  deeply  committed  to  promoting 
youth  hockey  in  the  Eastern  Townships.  Mush  was  unique  in 
his  ability  to  find  the  encouraging  word,  the  positive  bit  of  sage 
advice,  that  gave  every  player  at  BCS  the  often  comforting  sense 
that  someone  very  special  was  watching  their  every  move. 

Mush  was  never  the  coach,  never  the  trainer,  never  the  special 
advisor  to  BCS  hockey  teams.  What  he  was,  however,  was  a  man 
who  encouraged  youth  in  the  most  positive,  gentle  of  ways  to 
develop  their  skills  and  increase  their  appreciation  for  a  game 
that  he  loved  and  cherished  more  than  anything  in  the  world. 

BCS  has  lost  a  very  special  thread  in  its  unique  fabric  of 
goodness.  We  should  all  be  honoured  to  have  known  such  a 
special  man. 

Rest  well,  Mush. ..and  stay  warm  up  there!

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OPEN  LETTER  TO  ALL  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BCS  COMMUNIT 


The  legal  process  related  to  the  class  action  lawsuit  launched 
in  October  2006  is  finally  drawing  to  a  conclusion,  but  the 
healing  process  is  just  beginning.  The  last  few  years  have 
been  challenging  and  painful  for  all  concerned,  but  for  none 
more  so  than  our  alumni  who  were  the  victims  of  abuse  at  the 
school  between  the  years  of  1953  and  1962,  abuse  perpetrated 
primarily  by  the  late  Rev.  Harold  Forster. 

We  have  been  told  what  happened  to  some  of  Forster's  victims, 
including  the  two  courageous  Representative  Plaintiffs  who  led 
the  class  action  lawsuit.  During  these  past  years  we  have  been 
grateful  for  the  opportunity  to  apologize  to  them  and  to  others 
in  person. 

Today  we  extend  our  most  heartfelt  apology  to  any  and  all 
alumni  who  experienced  physical,  sexual  or  psychological 
abuse  at  the  school  between  the  years  of  1953  and  1962.  We 
may  never  have  all  the  answers  as  to  what  happened  or  why, 
but  we  do  have  your  stories.  Through  those  stories  we  have 
come  to  understand  the  pain  that  you  and  your  families  have 
endured  for  more  than  50  years.  What  we  do  know  is  that  your 
school  failed  you  when  you  needed  it  most.  We  are  deeply  sorry 
for  the  abuse  that  you  experienced  and  for  the  damage  that  it 
has  caused,  not  just  to  you  but  also  to  those  close  to  you. 

We  have  put  many  safeguards  and  processes  in  place  to  try  to 
ensure  that  what  happened  to  you  can  never  happen  again.  We 
hope  that  BCS  today  is  a  school  that  you  would  be  proud  of. 

It  is  terribly  unfortunate  that  the  class  action  and  its  adversarial 
legal  process  built  a  wall  between  us.  We  know  that  this  only 
compounded  the  pain  for  some  of  you.  With  that  wall  now 
removed,  we  hope  that  this  apology  and  the  settlement  of 
the  lawsuit  will  help  to  speed  the  journey  towards  healing, 
reconciliation  and  better  days.
